Police - Town Reach

Monday night, PatrolmanEelbin, 
supported by a number of off-duty 
police officers complained to the 
selectmer about the town 
menager’s bargaining process.

Enrollment Increase 


Andover’s public schools opened 
a week ago with approximately 110 
new students added to the system. 

The increase is less than school 
officials estimated last spring, 
but it is evident that an uneven 
school population is putting pres- 
sure on at the secondary level 
and on the west side of town. 

The high school now bulges with 
1316 students so far, at least 80 
of them newcomers to the com--. 
munity, and the West Junior High 
has more than 50 new students, 
about half new families, according 
to Acting Principal Richard Neal, 
but Dr. Richard McGrail’s East 
Junior High population remained 
stable. 

The Doherty Elementary School 
is down 40 students from last 
fall, but the West Elementary 
School, on the other hand, has 
931 students, well over its slated 
capacity. 

Doherty’s principal, Ed Regan, 
points out that the West and Doherty

Phillips Academy Opens

5, 6 and 7 year olds, the next 7, 
8 and 9 year olds, the third 9, 
10 and 11 year olds and the fourth 
team 10, 11 and older children.

_ Maybe the world 
is ready to wage peace 


The President’s trip to 
Peking has ignited so many spec- 
ulative distractions that the basic 
question of why he is going has been 
obscured. Indeed, the confusion 
among his enemies and chagrin 
among his friends may persist until 
the President strolls toward the 
Gate of Heavenly Peace to shake ~ 
hands with Chou En-lai. 

But the important question 
remains: why is he going? 

_ President Nixon just loves 
foreign policy. It is, as he would say, 
his long suit. The economy, welfare, 
housing and such issues cause his 
eyes to glaze over when he reads 
speeches written for him on these 
dull topics. 

Ah, but in foreign policy, he 
seldom refers to his notes. His eyes 
gleam with self-confidence when dis- 
cussing the SALT talks or the Middle 
East or America’s role in the world. 

Vietnam, alas, involves 
machismo, the dangers of becoming a 
pitiful helpless giant and other dark 
invocations of the old Nixon. But in 
the Middle East and in Soviet-Amer- 
ican detente, there is reason for his 
self-confidence.

When any foreign visitor 
arrives at the South Lawn, the Pres- 
idential posture is as impressive as 
that of the sergeant of the color 
guard. The Nixon nervousness, the 
ill-at-easiness in small talk is trans- 
formed in his facial features to a 
certain serenity. 

If his trip were solely moti- 
vated by the protection of narrowly 
provincial American interests, he 
might as well stay home. Rather, he 
may sense that the Russians and 
Chinese are becoming as tired of the 
arms race as are Americans, that the 
last two decades of the “balance of 
terror” can be replaced by a more 
rational diplomacy and a more 
humane way of living. The profound 
anguish of America’s extraction 
from its imperial role may itself con- 
vince Chou of his visitor’s sincerity. 

Maybe, after all, Nixon be- 
lieves that the world will be livable 
only if all in it feel safe and un-iso- 
lated. Maybe he believes that such a 
community of nations is possible. 
Maybe he believes in his own cliche, 
that the world is ready for a full 
generation of peace.

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Six Sites Under Study 
For Elderly Housing Plans 


Carmel Woods appears to be 
finally dropped as a proposed site 
for a new 80-unit housing for the 
elderly project. 

The site, which the Andover 
Howsing Authority has been 
seeking, andthe conservationcom- 
mission tenaciously opposing, will 
apparently be withdrawn from con- 
sideration at the Oct. 4 town 
meeting. 

Thomas P. Eldred, chairman of 
the Andover Housing Authority, 
reported this week, that additional 
sites are being considered by the 
board and will be submitted to the 
state for consideration. 

The state housing authorities, 
must approve the proposed site 
for new senior citizen construction 
before financial assistance can be 
afforded the project. 

Eldred reports that several sites 
have been suggested to the AHA 
office in the last few weeks. 

Six sites are now under 
consideration, and the AHA is 
withholding information on the 
locations until they are viewed by 
the state authorities. The sites 
are all in close proximity to 
shopping areas, Eldred reports and 
suitable to accomodate an 80-unit 
complex. The properties are lo- 


cated at least partially on-private 
land. 

The AHA chairman was hopeful 
that a state inspector from the 
Department of Community Affairs 
would be able to view the sites 
this week and report to the local 
board. 

If more than one site is found 
acceptable, it would be up to the 
local authority to choose the one 
they feel best. 

There are three articles in the 
town meeting warrant for consid- 


eration in October with regard — 


to the elderly housing proposal. 


One is the consideration of the 
ten acres of Carmel Woods land, 
which will now be withdrawn ap- 
parently. Another gives the 
housing authority permission to 
proceed with another senior citizen 
complex, the third for the town.

The origins of Rosh Hashanah 
as the New Year and Yom Kippur 
as the Day of Atonement are ob- 
scure. Casual mention may be 
found in the Fible by the careful 
researcher. The Yamim Noraim 
are a later development in 
Judaism, characteristic of a reli- 
gion having emerged from its agri- 
cultural origins. 

The single most telling symbol 
of Rosh Hashanah is the blowing of 
the shofar, cloaked in layers of 
mysticism and homiletical inter- 
pretations over the centuries. To- 
day, the shofar calls on Rosh 
Hashanah morning remind us of 
the serious introspection de- 
manded during the coming ten days, 
and the sounds of the tekiah, teruah, 
sevarim have a bone-chilling ef- 
fect, reaching to the marrow of 
the human soul. 

The services will be conducted 
by the Temple Rabbi, Harry A. 
Roth, assisted by Cantor Irving 
Shuman and the Temple Emanuel 
choir and accompanied on the organ 
by Mrs. Joan Maynard.

Quiet— Instant Start — Safer program recently announced by 
Washington headquarters, identi- 
fied local areas which are to 
receive overnight delivery of first- 
class mail originating within the 
Andover area. 

Postmaster Mooney said areas 
contiguous to Andover will benefit 
from the next-day deliveries under 
a new mail service goal announced 
by Postmaster General Winton M. 
Plount. 

These areas, Postmaster 
Mooney said, include the following: 
Boston, 020; Erockton, 024; Lynn, 
019; Framingham, 017; Woburn, 
018; and surrounding cities and 
towns. 

Postmaster General FPlount on 
Aug. 26 unveiled the Postal Ser- 
vice’s new goal of overnight 
delivery of local area first-class 
mail deposited by 5 p.m. 

The Postmaster General has 
pointed out that this program will 
affect more than half of all first- 
class letter mail sent inthe United 
States,’”? Postmaster Mooney said. 
‘‘So customers of every post of- 
fice in the country will be bene- 
fitting from the new service goal.” 

Substantially more than half of 
the 52 billion pieces of first-class 
mail handled annually are for de- 
livery in the city where deposited 
or in nearby communities. 

The areas outlined by Post- 
master Mooney are those within 
which next-day delivery will be 
provided for ZIP-Coded first- 
class mail deposited by 5 p.m.

The naming of Joseph J. Reilly 
as executive director of the 
Massachusetts Catholic Con- 
ference has been announced by 
Archbishop HumbertoS. Medeiros, 
Chairman of the fRoard of 
Governors. Mr. Reilly will assume 
his duties immediately. 

The Massachusetts Catholic 
Conference was organized in Octo- 
ber, 1969, by the Pishops of the 
four Roman Catholic Dioceses of 
Massachusetts to provide an 
agency for corporate Catholic 
service to the statewide com- 
munity. The affairs of the Con- 
ference since that time have been 
conducted by a Foard of Directors 
chosen from the clergy and laity 
of each diocese and chaired by 
Monsignor Leo J. Battista, Di- 
rector of Catholic Charities of 
Worcester. The offices of the 
Conference are at 60 School St., 
Boston. 

‘The formation of the Mass- 
achusetts Catholic Conference,”’ 
the Archbishop said in his an- 
nouncement, ‘‘is a recognition 
by the Pishops of the need for 
the Catholic Church in Massachu- 
setts both to pool its own resources 
and to cooperate with others in 
giving witness to spiritual values 
in public affairs. The chief con- 
cerns of the Conference are 
policies, legislation, and 
programs which affect morality, 
health, education, welfare and 
human rights. During the past 
year, the activity of the Con- 
ference has developed to the point 
that the services of a full time 
Executive became imperative. We 
are happy to have a man of Mr. 
Reilly’s background and experi- 
ence as our first Executive 
Director. He brings qualities 
of demonstrated leadership, long 
involvement in church work, and 
a genuine concern for human ser- 
vice to this new position.” 

Mr. Reilly is a 1955 graduate 
of Holy Cross College, where he 
was president of the Senior Class 
and active in extracurricular 
activities. He received a Master 
of Arts degree in Religious Educa- 
tion from Emmanuel College 
in 1970. 

For the past 16 years, Mr. 
Reilly has held executive posi-

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Editorial Comment 


Motorcycles 


Among the more pestiferous of vehicles which cavort 
over the highways and byways of the land are the two- 
wheeled monsters, otherwise known as motorcycles. 

Operated carefully and quietly, they are tolerable. 

But, operated in the more common fashion of apparently 
attempting to be as noisy as possible, makes them high on 
the list of general nuisances to be reckoned with in our 
modern society. 

And, operated on private property, unregistered, as they 
have been this past summer in sections of Andover, makes 
the vehicles completely intolerable. 

This past week, as the news columns of the TOWNSMAN 
indicate, operators of unregistered motorcycles, or mini- 
bikes, in an abandoned gravel pit in the Wilmington area, 
are believed responsible for the destruction of a Boy Scout 
camp in Wilmington. 

’Cyele tracks led from the pit area in Andover into the 
camp area which totals in excess of 40 acres and had been 
used by Scout groups for over 30 years. 

There is no sound reason for such exhorbitant, reckless, 
stupid vandalism. 

There is further no reason for permitting the continued 
use of unregistered motorcycles, or vehicles of any type on 


The Committees 


Study committees appointed by the school department a 
week ago will be beneficial to plotting a course for An- 
dover’s education system. 

Most significant of the study groups will be the one 
assigned to investigate the extended school year. 

For some time, such a study has appeared to be a neces- 
sily. 

Many of Andover’s school buildings are now used on a 
vear’round basis, with summer sessions being voluntary. 
The day is not too far distant when a community’s educa- 
tional facilities may have to be utilized throughout the year 
as an integral part of the school system. 

It has become increasingly costly to continue to build 
new schools to accommodate increasing enrollments. 

Use of the facilities ona continuing basis throughout the 
year may be the best answer to such a problem. 

School authorities have recognized the trend toward the 
vear’round school program and in some areas in this state 
have implemented such a program. 

The composition of Andover’s study committee should 
be able to come up with some recommendations as to a 
future course for Andover’s multi-million dollar building 
complex, aiming it in an economic as well as educationally 
beneficial direction. 

Another committee studying the open campus concept 
for the high school should also prove beneficial, provided it 
receives community endorsement. 

Use of community resources to provide a better educa- 
tion for today’s youngsters can be most beneficial in ac- 
quainting tomorrow’s adults with some of our modern 
problems. 


The Contract 


It is gratifying to observe that the town and the police 
department have finally come to an amicable settlement on 
a contract covering wages, benefits and working conditions. 

The police, as have all municipal officials, have been 
granted collective bargaining rights through legislative ac- 
tion. 

The long and difficult negotiations resulted in some ill 
feeling between town officials and members of the depart- 
ment, which we hope has now been resolved through settle- 
ment. 

In the process the police took their case to the public 
through picketing at a session of the annual town meeting, 
to which the town manager felt compelled to respond. 

This past week, the police and town officials again 
clashed after the latest offer appeared to have been re- 
jected. 

A few hand waving gestures punctuated the selectmen’s 
meeting Monday night as representatives of the police and 
selectmen differed on various points. 

It was unfortunate that such tactics had to be employed. 

Now that a settlement has been reached, we would hope 
that harmonious relationships can once again be the order 
of the day between the police and town officials.

We realize that enforcement problems are sometimes 
difficult in such cases. Property owners must post the areas 
with no trespassing signs and complaints must be registered 
with law enforcement agencies before any action can be 
taken. 

Often, as is the case in Wilmington, the area is somewhat 
remote, thus the vehicles can operate at will without too 
much public notice. | 

In the Woburn street area, a gravel pit was used this past 
summer as a playground for motorized ‘cycles. If the noise 
was not disturbing enough, the dust raised by the roaring 
vehicles created severe problems to residents abutting the 


area for some distance. 


We are hopeful that some control may be exercised soon 
by enforcement officials, be they local police or registry of 
motor vehicle authorities with regard to such activity. 

It is further hoped that surveillance of the area abutting 
the Boy Scout camp in Wilmington, may lead to the appre- 
hension of those responsible for the destruction there.

This is the first in a series of 
weekly columns explaining the 
operations of Andover’s public 
schools system. 

Initial columns will deal with 
budget preparation. 

Questions concerning any 
portion of the school program 
will be answered by school offi- 
cials in the TOWNSMAN. Ques- 
tions should be forwarded to 
Robert E. Finneran, Managing 
Editor, C/o the TOWNSMAN. 


The school budget is an 
educational blueprint usually pre- 
pared for a one year period, 
January to January. In order to 
synchronize the school budget with 
the schoo! year, which runs from 
July to July, state officials have 
recently discussed the possibility 
of instituting for one year an 
eighteen - month budget period 
(January 1972 to July 1973, for 
exam,le) followed thereafter by 
a July to July budget. 

In preparing the budget, we must 
think of the specific programs to 
be pursued and attach costs to 
them, We have six major con- 
siderations for any program: 
people, materials, _ facilities, 
time, evaluation, and_ costs. 
A serious deficienzy in any of 
these categories affects a 
program. 

The annual budget presented at 
town meeting do2s not include 
new buildings or renovations.

These are separate kinds of ex- 
penditures, called Capital 
Expenditures, and must be voted 
on separately. 

Basically, the annual budget has 
two categories, salaries and 
operating expenses, Although 
these two accounts are inthe samz 
budget, we mst treat them sep- 
arately. In other words, funds 
cannot be transferred from the 
salary account to the expense ac- 
count or vice versa. This has 
been estaslished by state law. 

The salary account includes the 
salaries of all full time and part- 
tim? personnel on the school 
system payroll, e.g. administra- 
tors, teachers. custodians, sub- 
stitutes, and summer § school 
personnel. 

The expense account includes 
transportation, maintenance of 
buildings, utilities, instructional 
materials, and replacement of 
equipment. 

One account covers payment to 
people for service rendered while 
the other covers the materials 
reqiired for these people to do 
their jobs well. 

There are exceptions to each 
category but the above should zive 
you a general id2a of the budget 
format. The following table shows 
the percentages for each of the 
appropriaied accounts. Appropri- 
ated means that the citizens have 
approved the expenditures at town 
meeting.

Problem 


Unresolved 


Drainage problems on High Plain 
road were funneled back to where 
they started Monday night by the 
selectmen -- the town msnager’s 
desk. 

The drainage controversy, which 
has been going on since June 
concerning the DeRosa drain pipe 
on High Plain road which spills 
surface water drainage onto the 
roadway, was placed back to Town 
Manager J. Maynard Austin, after 
the selectmen at anAug. 23 meeting 
voted to have the town correct the 
problem. 

The problem results from a 
drain pipe on the DeRosa property 
which empties onto the road and 
which was there prior to the 
present tenants acquiring the 
property. 

Abuttors of the DeRosa’s have 
informed the town that the problem 
does not exist for the DeRosa’s 
alone but throughout the street. 

When the selectmen at their Aug. 
23 meeting voted to correct the 
matter at town expense, it opened 
the door to a number of requests 
for similar corrections in the 
town. 

Monday night the board recon- 
sidered their earlier vote and 
placed the matter back inthe hands 
of the town manager. Austin had 
originally requested the drainage 
problem be corrected by the De- 
Rosa’s. 

The meeting room of the select- 
men was crowded Monday night as 
interested persons awaited discus- 
sion of the matter. Chairman 
Robert A. Watters said that 
sufficient discussion had ac- 
companied the problem at previous 
sessions and that the board was 
familiar with the matter.

Representative Meeting Discussed 


A diversified panel of experts 
on town government discussed a 
pertinent Andover issue -- the 
relative merits of open or repre- 
sentative town meeting, or a town 
council with mayor, or variations, 
before the Andover League of 
Women Voters at their fall 
luncheon on Tuesday. 

The outsiders gave open town 
meeting short shrift, citing poor 
attendance, vulnerability to special 
groups, and lack of accountability 
as well as tying up selectmen with 
routine. Dr. Milton Greenberg, 
freshman Andover _ selectman, 
agreed from the floor, saying the 
selectman’s only real functions 
were choosing a town manager and 
issueing licenses, and perhaps they 
should meet just once every five 
years! 

The lively panel, moderated by 
William Dalton, Andover’s chair- 
man of the town meeting study 
committee, mixed veteran official 
James Doherty with WBZ’s Edi- 
torial Director (‘‘Hell may turn 
out to be one never-ending open 
town meeting’’), Justin Wymer, 
moderator of Erookline’s widely 
admired representative town 
meeting, and Michael Curran, 
municipal author and consultant 
who designed with Agawam 
officials their new charter and 
emerging towngovernment. Calton 
stayed objective, as muderator, 
but was lining up the experts 
afterwards to meet with his com- 
mittee. Dalton announced that 
his committee would have no final 
report to issue in October, per- 
haps not for a year. 


Brookline Moderator Wymer 
feels Brookline’s form of govern-
